Examiner's Comments 

For applicant's information, the amended specification and drawings filed October 
20,2005 overcome the previous objections to the specification and drawings. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to warrant a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 1, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of an optical element having a first layer with a first size, and a second 
functional layer having a second size disposed adjacent the inner side of the first layer, wherein 
the second size is a smaller size than the first size, specifically wherein the optical element is 
used in a mold for an injection molded lens and wherein the second size is smaller than an inner 
diameter of the mold. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 22, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of a method of making an optical element comprising: providing a first layer 
having a lamination and non-lamination side, providing a second functional layer, configuring 
the second layer against the lamination side of the first layer, wherein the second layer has a size 
less than the first layer, specifically wherein the optical element is used in a mold and wherein 
the size of the second layer is less than an inner diameter of the mold. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 32, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of a functional wafer having a first layer with a first size, a second layer having 
a second size disposed against the first layer, wherein the second size is a smaller size than the

first size, specifically wherein the functional wafer is insertable into a mold for use in making an 
injection molded lens and wherein the second size is smaller than an inner diameter of the mold. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 37, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of a method of forming a lens having a functional layer comprising: providing a 
first layer, providing a functional layer smaller in size than the first layer, forming a wafer by 
laminating the function layer to the first layer and forming a space between the outer edges of the 
layers, specifically including the step of placing the wafer in a mold and injecting molten lens 
material into the mold to form a lens.
